District Court of Arderson County,
Henderson County and Hgcuston
County, Texas, prescribing its jur-
isdietion, limiting its existence, fix-

Senate Bill No. 476.

By Senator Neal, by request;

S. B. No. 476, A bill to be entitled
“An Act conferring additional pow-
ars upon navjgation districts, author-
izing navigation districts to charge
tolls for the use of its waterways by
persons using them for commerical
purposes, which waterways are not
owned or constructed by the United
States as & navigation project, pro-
viding that such districts may lease
its rights-of-way, spoil basins and
other lands for oil, gas and mineral
development, providing it does not
interfere with the use or develop-
ment of the project for navigation,
and providing the procedure there-
for; providing for the sale of any
surplus lands owned by such naviga-
tion district and prescribing the pro-
cedure therefor; providing that such
districts may construct turning
basine, storage basins and vyacht
basins and other facilities; providing
this act shall be cumulative of all
other laws upon the subject of navi-
gation; providing that if any part of
this act i8 held unconatitutional, it
will not aflect the remainder and de-
claring an emergency.”

The State Health Officer
shall have supervision of publie
health and sanitation, and shall en-
force all sanitary laws of Texas in-
sofar as they apply to all the activi-
ties of the Texas (entennial, and all
necessary expenses therefor shall be
paid out of the Centennial Funds ap-
propriated herein for the Central Ex-
position of Daijlas. It is further
expressly provided that before the
Texas Centennial celebration is of-
ficially opened, the State Board of
Health of the State of Texas shall
certify as to the purity of the water
supply of Dallas, Texas, and to
further certify as to the sanitary
conditions of all hotels and rooming
houses of the City of Dallas, and
shall further certify as to sanitary
conditions of the entire City of Dal-
las, it being the purpose and inten-
tion of the Legislature to safeguard
the health of not only the citizens
of Dallas but all of the visitors to
the celebration.

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Senator Hill sent up the following
amendment for H, B. No. 11:

Substitute H. B. No. 11 as sub-
stituted by striking out all below the
enacting clause and inserting in lieu
thereof the following:

Section 1. That the sum of Three
Million Dollars ($3,000,000.00) be
and the same is hereby appropriated
out of the General Revenue Fund of
the State of Texas not otherwige ap-
propriated for the establishment op-
eration and maintenance of the
Texas Centennial Celebrations as
hereinafter described and defined
(all such celebrations to be held
during the Centennial year 1936)
during the period beginning Feb-
ruary 1, 1935, and ending December
31, 1936. In no event shall the
funds herein provided be available
unless and until the Texas Centen-
piai Commission through its Execu-
tive Committee has filed with the
Comptroller of the State of Texas a
resolution approving the plans of
the Texas Centennial Central Expo-
sition for the central celebration at
Dallas, and certifying further that
said central exposition has the abil-
ity and intention in good faith to
carry out said plans.

Sec 2. This Act shall be sup-
vlemental to the Act passed by the
Second Called Session of the Forty-
third Legislature, creating a Texas
Centlennial Commission and cumula-
tive thereof, except that such parts
of this Act as are in direct conflict
with said creating Act shall hereby
specifically repeal and supersede
ruch conflicting parts of said creat-
ing Act. Provided this Act does not
repeal the requirement in Second
Called Session, Forty-third Legisla-
ture, requiring the Centennial Com-
mission to repay to the State of
Texas the One Hundred Thousand
Dollars ($100,000.00) appropriated
in creating said commission.

See. 3. Centennial celebrationsg
shall be held at such places (includ-
ing the places designated in the
aforesaid Act creating the Texas Cen-
tennial Commission) as said Texas
Centennial Commission shall deter-
mine; the authority to make such
determination being hereby dele-
gated to said Commission. Said
commission, in passing upon the ap-
plication of any locality for a cele-
bration, shall take into consideration
whether such locality has such his-

torical significance as will justify the
holding of such celebration, and also

such locality’s accessibility and local
facilities and financial ability to cog-
tribute local funds. Within the term
‘‘celebration’” as used in this Act
with reference to all places herein
named except the City of Dallas, is
included the following: The placing
of suitable markers at places where
historic events occurred; the restor-
ing at no great expense of all or
parts of old houses, forts, and other
old structures connected with the
history of the territory now em-
braced within the State of Texas;
the placing of monuments to early
patriots of Texas if such monuments
have not heretofore been erected;
the purchasing at no great expense
of small tracts of land where necea-
sary for the restoration hereinbefore
mentioned, or for the monuments
mentioned; and the staging of
pageants at appropriate places; pro-
vided that in the matter of pageants
the Texas Centennial Commission
may require a contribution by each
local community which may be sub-
stantial and proportionate to the
amount allowed by the Commission;
provided further that in requiring
such contributions in the matter of
pageants the Texas Centennial Com-
mission may take into consideration
the amounts already expended by
each local community in preserving
their historical spots. Provided,
however that the Commission shall
not have authority to compel con-
tributions or matching ot funds for
historical celebrations and markings
in counties containing no city of
more than 25,000 population. Pro-
vided further, however, that the
Commission may -accept contribu-
tions from any community,

Sec. 4. There is hereby created
an Advisory Board of Texas Histo-
rians to be selected by the Texas
Centennial Commission, consisting of
three (3) members, whose duty it
shall be to investigate and report
upon and make recommendation to
the Texas Centennial Commisaion a8
to the authenticity of the claims for
Centennial celebrations, as that term
is hereinbefore defined, of the vari-
ous places which shall apply to sald
Commission therefor, and as to the
relative merits of such claims, and
as to the kind and character of cele-
bration, as that term is hereinbefore

defined, if any, to which each such
place so applying should be entitled,
and as to the advisability of all the
various expenditures proposed by
said applicant or contemplated by
said Texas Centennial Commission
and referred by it to said Advisory
Board for investigation and recom-
mendation. In all cases the Texas
Centennial Commission shall have
final decision and jurisdiction in the
matter of the above celebrations and
observances and the expenditures
relative thereto. The Centennial
Commission and the Advisory Beard
of Texas Historians must seek the
advice and co-operation of the local
Centennial Advisory Board in any
county applying for recognition.

Sec. 6. The Legislature of the
State of Texas hereby allocates the
money herein appropriated in the
following manner:

The sum of One Million Dollars
($1,000,000.00), or soc much thereof
as may he necessary, shall be used
for the erection of specific buildings
upon the site of the Centennial Cen-
tral Exposition in the City of Dallas.
Provided that in the employment of
laborers and artisans in the construc-
tion of auch buildings the Centennial
Commission shall provide that the
work shall be done with Texas la-
borers and materials and that the
other cities of Texas shall not be
diseriminated against in favor of
Dallas.

The sum of Two Hundred and Fifty
Thousand Dollars ($250,000.00) or
8o much thereof as may be neces-
sary, shall be used to equip, fit out,
and furnish such buildings.

The sum of One Million Dollars
- ($1,000,000.00) or so much thereot
as may be necessary, shall be used by
the Texas Centennial Commission to
defray the expenses or the portion
thereof above the amount pald by
local funds, of Centennial celebra-
tiopns, as that term is hereinbetore
broadly defined, outside of the City of
Dallas and within the State of Texas.
It {8 further provided herein that the
Centennial Commission is hereby di-
rected to expend an appropriate
amount of the sum herein appro-
priated for the purpose of erecting
‘at some suitable place in Texas to be
selected by the Commission, a me-
morial to the ploneer womanhood of
this State, same to be paid out of the
aforementioned fund. On all bulld-
fngs or projects constructed with

funds appropriated by this Act the
provisions of Chapter 45, Acts of the
Regular Session of the Forty-third
Legislature, shall apply 'to wages
paid.

The sum of Seven Hundred
and Pifty Thousand Dollars
($750,000.00), or so much thereof
as may be necessary, shall be used
by the Texas Centennial Commission
to pay all general administrative ex-
penses and to conduct and finance a
nationwide publicity campaign in be-
half of all Texas, relative to said
Centennial during the period begin-
ning February 1, 1935, and ending
December 31, 1836, Provided,
however, that not more than ten
(10) per cent of said Seven Hun-
dred and Fifty Thousand Dollars
($750,000.00) general advertising
and administrative expense fund
shall be used for a direct adminis-
tration expense, the balance of which
gshall be used for advertising of the
Texas Centennial. No part of the
funds herein appropriated shall be
expended for salary or expenses di-
rectly or otherwise, for envoys out-
side of Continental North America.
No person working or serving in
any capacity under the direction, or
supervision of the Centennial Com-
mission shall receive as salary, com-
mission, or compensation out of
State funds. more than Five Thou-
sand Dollars ($5,000.00) per year.

No part of any one of sald funds
shall at any time be used for the
purpose of any other one or more of
said funds: provided that in no
event shall more than One Million
Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand
Dollars ($1,250,000.00) of said
funds be expended for the erection
and /or equipment of bulldings upon
the site of the Centennial Central
Exposition in the City of Dallas.

The Centennial Commission and
the Board of Control are hereby pro-
hibited trom contracting for the pur-
chase or acquirement by lease or
otherwise of real estate unless and
until the deeds, records and all other
necessary legal documents incident
thereto have been approved by the
Attorney General of the State of
Texas, as now provided by law.

All contracts for construction and
equipment involving the expenditure
of as much as Fifty Thousand Dol-
lars ($50,000.00) or more of the
moneys herein appropriated shall be
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let by the Board of Control of the

State of Texas according to all legal
requirements now provided as to the
letting of contracts by said Board.

Sec. 6. The sum of Two Hun-
dred and Fifty Thousand Dollars
($250,000.00) out of the total ap-
propriation hereby made for the
Texas Centennial, or so much thereol
as may be necessary, is hereby ap-
propriated and allocated to the plan-
ning, equipping and organization and
management from the date this Act
becomes effective (including the se-
curing of materials, exhibits, funds
and gifts from public and private
agencies, individuals, patriotic and
other organizations) of the Texas
Memoria] Museum, as a part of the
Texas Centennial Celebration, funds
for the construction of which are to
be donated by individuals, public and
private agencies, and by the Ameri-
can Legion Texas Centennial Com-
mittee of the State of Texas a8
aponsors, which museum bullding is
to cost Seven Hundred and Fifty
Thousand Dollars ($7560,000.00)
when completed. Sajd museum
building is to be located on the cam-
pus of the University of Texas in the
City of Austin, and the Board of
Regents of the University of Texas
is hereby constituted the board of di-
rectors of the museum, and as such
shall have complete authority over
the museurh including the expendl-
ture of the sum herein appropriated
and allocated for the purposes above
mentioned. Provided however, this
expenditure shall be on .vouchers
properly approved by the chalrman
of the Board of Regents and attested
by the Secretary of said Board and
shall be in accordance with the gen-
eral provisions of law covering the
issuance and payment of vouchers by
the Comptroller and Treasurer, re-
spectively, of the State of Texas.
Provided that the appropriation
made in this section shall be taken
pro rata from the other specific allo-
cations of funds made by other sec-
tions of this Aect.

Sec. 7, All permanent buildings
to be erected in the City of Dallas
for the Central Exposition shall be
erected out of the funds herein au-
thorized and shall be upon the site of
the Ceptennial Central Exposition in
the City ot Dallas on land, the title to
which shall be In the State of Texas.
The Texas Centennial Central Ex-

position and the Texas Centennial
Commission shall have the right to,

possession of, and the free use and
occupancy of the said buildings for
the duration of the Central Exposi-
tion. Provided however, that the
aforesaid buildings and the land on
which they will be situated are
hereby leased by the State ot Texas,
to the City of Dallas for a period of
twenty (20) years, commencing at
the termination of the Central Expo-
sition, at a rental of One Hundred
Dollars ($100.00) per year for each
said buildings, payable annually in
advance. During the term of such
lease said buildings shall be used for
public purposes, including annual
State expositions, and shall not be
maintained or operated for purposes
of profit; there shall be no charge
imposed upon any exhibitor in any of
said buildings for exhibit space, and
there shall be no admission charge
for spectators. The cost of an ade-
quate amount of fire and tornado in-
surance covering said buildings, and
the reasonable cost of majntenance
of said buildings, shall be paid bY¥
the State Centennia! Exposition &
corporation, until the termination of
said Central Exposition. From and
after the date the cost of such in-
surance and such maintenance shall
be borne by the atoresaid lessee, be-
ing the City of Dallas.

Sec. T-a. It shall be unlawful for
any member of the Centeanial Com-
mission or any member of the Cen-
tennial Commission Advisory Board
to charge, receive or obtain, directly
or indirectly, any fee, commission,
retainer, or broakerage out of any
fund or funds received by the Cen-
tennial Commission; and no member
of the Centennial Commission or the
Centennial Commission Advisory
Board shall have any interest in any
land, materials, concessions or con-
tracts sold to or made with either
the Centennial Commission or the
Centennial Commission Advisory
Board or any individual or commit-
tee represented by any member of
sald Commission or Advisory Board.
Violation of this provision shall be &
misdemeanor, and violation thereof
shall be punishable by removal from
such Commission or Advisory Board
and by fine of not less than Ome
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) or six
{6) months confinement in jail or by
both such fine and jail sentence,
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See, 8. All funds expended under
this Act shall be drawn from the
Treasury of the State of Texas by
warrants properly signed by the
Comptreller of Public Aecounts and
the Treasurer of the State, as is now
provided by law.

Sec. 8-a, Fifty per cent (50%)
of the net reeeipts received from all
sources by the Texas Centennial Cen-
tral Exposition at Dallas after pay-
ing all debts of said exposition, in-
cluding the corporation bond issue
which shall never exceed Two Mil-
lion Five Hundred Thousand Dollars
($2,500,000.00) as is now provided
in the corporation’s trust indenture,
shall be paid intc the Treasury of
the State of Texas for the beneflt of
the General Fund; said payment into
the State Tredsury shall be made
within six (6) months after the offi-
cial closing of the Central Exposition
at Dallas. By net receipts is meant
all profits arising from admissions,
concessions, privileges, rentals, leases
ahd any and all other sources from
which any funds may be derived.
The said Central Ezposition Corpo-
ration shall keep an accurate record
of all receipts received as a result

of said Centennial celebration and of-

all expenditures, and that within six
(6) months from the official closing
of said exposition said corporation
shall cause to be furnished and filed
with the Treasurer of the State of
Texas a certified public audit show-
ing the complete condition of the af-
fairs of said corporation; and said
report shall be accompanied by a cer-
tifiled check for an amount equal to
fifty per cent (509%) of the net
profits, '

Sec. 9. It is understood and ex-
pressly provided that should any sec-
tion, clause, or provision of this Act
be hereafter held invalid for any
reason, such invalidity shall not in
any way affect any other provision
pf this Act,

See. 10. The fact that a very
brief time now remains for said
Texas Centennial Commission to pre-
pare for the holding of a Texas Cen-
teunial Celebration of a scale com-
‘mensurate with the glorious history
of our State, the patriotism of our
- people, and the progress of the past
ecniury, createx an emergency and
an Iimperative public necessity re-
quiring the suspension of the consti-
tutional rule which requires all bills

to be read on three several days in
each House, and said rule i3 heraby
suspended, and this Aet shall take
effect and be in force from and after
its passage, and it is so enacted.

A BILL
To Be Entitled
An Act making appropriation for the
establishment, operation and main-
tenance of the Texas Centennial
(including the 'Texas Centennial
Central Exposition and other cele-
brations), for the period beginning
February 1, 1935, and ending
December 31, 1936; providing that
this Act shall supplement the Act
passed by the Second Called Ses-
gsion of the Forty-third Legisla-
ture creating the Texas Centennial
Commission, and that this Act re-
peals such parts of said former
Act as are in direct conflict with
it; providing for Centennial cele-
bration in Texas during 1936 at
historical places to be determined
by Texas Centennial Commission;
defining  “celebration,” thereby
indicating modes of such celebra-
tions; creating Advisory Board of
Texas Historians; prescribing said
Board’s duties; specifying factors
which Texas Centennial Commis-
sion shall congider in deciding
where celebrations shall be held;
empowering Texas Centennial
Commission with final decision as
to such celebrations and expendi-
tures therefor; allocating said ap-
propriation in specific sums to the
erection of buildings on Centen-
nial Central Exposition site and to
equipping such buildings and to
other celebrations authorized by
Texas Centennial Commisgsion and
to general administrative expenseg
and to a national advertising cam-
paign; and directing the expendi-
ture of such allocated sums; pro-
viding the erection of permanent
buildings costing in excess of Fifty
Thousand Dollars ($50,000) each
on lands not owned by the State
of Texas: providing for erection
of such buildings from such ap-
propriation on the Centennia] Ex-
position site in Dallas and for the
equipping of the Texas Memorial
Museum on the campus of the
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University of Texas and authoriz-
ing the Regents of the University
of Texas to expend the funds so

allocated; and for free occupancy
of such buildings during the Cen-
tral Exposition, a corporation, and
Texas Centennial Commission,
leasing such buildings and their
sites to the City of Dallas for
twenty (20) vears; specifying
rental therefor and repealing use
of such building during such lease
for public purposes including an-
nual State Expositions, and pro-
viding that during such lease ex-
hibit space therein and admission
thereto shall be free; providing
for insurance and maintenance of
said buildings and payment there-
for; providing when the moneys
herein appropriated shall be avail-
able; providing that Texas labor
and materials shall be used and
there shall be po discrimination
against other cities in favor of
Dallas; nothing shall repeal ex-
isting legislation requiring repay-
ment of One Hundred Thousand
Dollars ($100,000) heretofore ap-
propriated for the use of the Cen-
tennial Commission; that the pro-
visions of Chapter 45 Acts of the
Regular Session of the Forty-third
Legislature shall apply to wages
paid for construction made in the
use of funds appropriated; that no
person shall receive out of State
funds a salary or commission or
other compensation of more than
Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000)
per annum; that no member of
the Commission shall receive any
fee, commission, retainer or brok-
erage out of any fund or funds re-
ceived by that Commission or shali
have any interest in any land,
concession or contract sold to or
made with the Commission; pro-
viding a penalty for wviolation of
this Section; that all titles to land
acquired by the State shall be ap-
proved by the Attorney General;
that all contracts involving Fifty
Thousand Dollars ({$50,000) or
more shall be let by the Board of
Control; providing that fifty (50)
per cent of the net profits received
from all sources shall be paid into
the Treasury of the State of
Texas; providing for the drawing
of funds expended under this Act
on warrants as provided hy law;
providing that if any section of

this Act, or any provision thereof,
be held invalid, it shall not affect
the remaining sections or provi-
sions and declaring an emergency.

Senator Oneal sent up the follow-
ing substitute to the amendment by
Senator Hill:

Be it enacted by the Legislature of
the State of Texas:

Section 1. That the sum of Three
Million Dollars ($3,000,000.00) be
and the same is hereby appropriated
out of the General Revenue Fund of
the State of Texas not otherwise ap-
propriated for the establishment, op-
eration and maintenance of the Texas
Centennial celebrations as herein-
after described and defined (all such
celebrations to be held during the
Centennial year 1936) during the
period beginning February 1, 1935,
and ending December 31, 1936, In
no event shall the funds herein pro-
vided be availabie unless and until
the Commission of Control for Cen-
tennijal Celebrations (hereinafter pro-
vided) has filed with the Comptroller
of the State of Texas a resolution
approving the plans of the Texas Cen-
tennial Central Exposition for the
central celebration at Dallas, and
certifying further that said Central
Exposition has the ability and inten-
tion in good faith to carry out said
plans.

Sec. 2. This Act shall be supple-
mental to the Act passed by the Sec-
ond Called Session of the Forty-
third Legislature, creating a Texas
Centennial Commission and cumula-
tive thereof, except that such parts
of this Act as are in direct conflict
with said creating Act shall hereby
specifically repeal and supersede
such conflicting parts of said creating
Act. Provided this Act does not re-
peal the requirement in Second
Called Session, Forty-third Legisla-
ture, requiring the Centennigl Com-
mission to repay to the State of
Texas the One Hundred Thousand
Dollars ($100,000.00) appropriated
in creating said Commission. Pro-
vided, however, that immediately
upon the taking effect of this Aect,
the Board of Control of the State
of Texas shall cause to be made an
audit of the expenditures of the Cen-
tennial Commission out of the afore-
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gsaid One Hundred Thousand Dollars
{$100,000.00) and the unexpended

portions of said funds are hereby
appropriated to the said Board of
Control as an expense fund for the
administration of the duties herein-
after imposed on said Board of Con-
frol by this Act; and such funds a»
are hereby made available for the
said Board of Control for such pur-
poses shall be a repayment to that
oxtent of the said One Hundred Thou-

.sand Dollars ($100,000.00).

Sec. 3. Centennial celebrations
shall be held at such places as said
Commission of Control for Centen-
nial Celebrations shall determiine;
the authority to make such deter-
mination being hereby delegated to
said Commission. Said Commission,
in passing upon the application of
any locality for a celebration, shall
take into consideration whether such
locality has such historical signifi-
cance as will justify the holding of
such celebration, and also such local-
ity’s accessibility and local facilities
and financial ability to contribute
local funds, Within the term ‘‘cele-
bration” as used in this Aet with
reference to all places except the
City of Dallas, is included the follow-
ing: the placing of suitable markers
at places where historic events oc-
curred; the restoring at no great ex-
pense of all of parts of old houses,
forts, and other old structures con-
nected with the history of the terri-
tory now embraced within the Staie
of Texas; the placing of monuments
to early patriots of Texas if such
monuments have not heretofore been
erected; the purchasing at no great
éxpense of small tracts of land where

" necessary for the restorations herein-

before mentioned, or for the monu-
ments mentioned; and the staging of
pageants at appropriate places; the
recognition of the basic industries
and their historical significance in
the progress and growth of Texas;
provided that in the matter of cele-
‘brations as herein defined above the
said Commission may require a con-
tribution by each local community
which may be substantial and pro-
portionate to the amount allowed by
the Commission; provided further
that in requiring such contributions
in the matter of celebrations the
gsaid Commission may take into con-
sideration the amounts already ex-

pended by each local community in
preserving their historical spots and
facilities for sueh celebrations. Pro-
vided, however, that the Commission
shall not have authority to compel
contributions or matching of funds
for historical celebrations and mark-
ings in counties containing no city
of more than 25,000 population.
Provided, further, however, that the
Commission may accept contributions
from any community. ’

Sec, 4. There is hereby created
a Commission of Control for Centen-
nial Celebrations to be composed of
seven (7) members, of which the
Lieuntenant Governor of the State of
Texas shall be a member and chair-
man. Of the remairing six (6) mem-
bers, the Governor of the State of
Texas shall appoint two, the Lieu-
tenant Governor two and the Speaker
of the House of Representatives two,
all of whom shall be confirmed by
a vote of two-thirds (2/3) of the
Senate present. Their duties shall be
to generally supervise and approve
the Centennial celebrations as herein
provided and to perform such other
acts as in this Act provided,

Sec, B, There is hereby created an
Advisory Board of Texas Historians
to be selected by the Commission of
Control, consisting of three (3)
members, whose duty it shail be to
investigate and report upon and
make recommendations to the said
Commission of Control as to the au-
thenticity of the claims for Centen-
nial celebrations, as that term Is
hereinbefore defined, of the various
places which shall apply to said Com-
mission therefor, and as to the rela-
tive merits of such claims, and as to
the kind and character of celebra-
tion, as that term is hereinbefore
defined, if any, to which each such
place so applying should be entitled,
and as to the advisability of all the
various expenditures proposed by
said applicant or contemplated by
said Commission of Control. In all
cases the Commission of Control
shall have final decision and juris-
diction in the matter of the above
celebrations and observances and
the expenditures relative thereto.
The Advisory Board of Historians
shall receive and consider every ap-
plication made for a celebration and
must seek the advice and coopera-
tion of the local Centennial Advisory
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Board of the county from which ap-
plication is made. It shall be the
duty of the Advisory Board of Texas
Historians after investigation to
make a written report and recom-
mediation upon each application to
the Commisison of Control for Cen-
tennial celebrations. Duplicate copies
of these reports shall be filed in the
office of the Secretary of State and
shall be open during office hours for
public inspection.

The Advisory Board of Texas His-
toriang shall receive no compensa-
tion. It shall have its headquarters
in Austin, Texas, and its reasonably
necessary expenses incurred in the
performance of its duties shall be
authorized and paid by the Commis-
sion of Control.

Sec. 8. There is hereby created
an Advisory Board for Advertising,
which shall consist of three (3)
members to be appointed by the
Commission of Control, The mem-
bers of said Advertising Board shall
be men of experience and training
in various fields of State and Na-
tional publicity and advertising. It
shall be the duty of said Advertising
Board to formulate a program of
State and National publicity and ad-
vertising and recommend in writing
the same to the Commission of Con-
trol. The Advisory Board of Adver-
tising shall receive no compensation.
Its reasonably -necessary expenses in-
curred in the performance of its du-
ties shall be authorized and paid by
the Commission of vontrol.

Sec. 7. The Legislature of the
State of Texas hereby allocates the
money herein appropriated in the fol-
lowing manner:

(1) Tha sum of One Million
($1,000,000.00), or so much thereof
a3 may be necessary, shall be used
for the erection of specific buildings
upon the site of the Centennial Cen-
tral Exposition in the City of Dallas;
provided, that the construction and
work shall be done with Texas arti-
sang and laborers and of Texas ma-
terials, ag far as practicable; and
that the other citles of Texas shall
not be discriminated against in fa-
vor of Dallas.

(2) The sum of Two Hundred
Thousand Dollars ($200,000.00} out
of the total appropriation hereby
made for the Texas Centennial, or so
much thereof as may be necessary,

is hereby appropriated and aliocated

to the planning, equipping and or-
ganization and management from
the date this Act becomes eflective
(including the s3ecuring of materials,
exhibits, funds and gifts from public
and private agencies, individuals, pa-
triotic and other organizations) of
the Texas Memorial Museum, &8s a
part of the Texas Centennial Celebra-
tion, funds for the constructions of
which are to be donated by individ-
uals, public and private agencies,
and by the American Legion ot
Texas Centennial Committee of the
State of Texas as sponsors, which
museum building is to cost Seven
Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars
{($750,000.00) when completed. Said
museum building is to be located on
the campus of the University of
Texas in the City of Austin, and the
Board of Regents of the University
of Texas is hereby constituted the
board of directors of the museum,
and as such shall have complete au-
thority over the museum, including
the expenditure of the sum herein
appropriated and allocated for the
purposes above mentioned., Pro-
vided, however, thiz expenditure
shall be on vouchers properly ap-
proved by the Chairman of the Board
of Regents and attested by the Secre-
tary of said Board and shall be in
accordance with the general provi-
sions of law covering the issuance
and payment of vouchers by the
Comptroller and Treasurer, respec-
tively, of the State of Texas.

{(3) The sum of Five Hundred
Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00) or
g0 much thereof as may be neces-
sary, shall be used to conduct a
State and National publicity and ad-
vertising campaign in behalf of all
of Texas relative to said Centennial
during the period beginning Febru-
ary 1, 1936, and ending December
31, 1936, No part of the funds here-
in appropriated shall be expended
for salary or expenses, directly or
otherwise, for envoys outside of Con-
tinental North America.

{4) The sum of One Million Three
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,300,-
000.00) or so much thereof as may
be necessary, shall be used by the
Commission of Control to defray the
expenses, or the portion thereof
above the amount paid by local
funds, of Centennial celebrations, as

(6) After the Commission of Con-
trol has authorized an expenditure
out of funds herein allocated by this
section,” the said allocation by the
gaid Commission shall include any
and all expenses of whatsoever na-
ture involved in the particular cele-
bration for which the allocation is
made.

Sec. 8, No part of any one of the
allocations of said funds &s provided
in this Act shall at any time be used
for the purposes of any other one or
more of said funds. .

- Sege. 9. On all buildings or proj-
ertys constructed with funds appro-
priated by this Act the provisions of
Chapter 45, Acts of the Regular Ses-
sion of the Forty-third Leglslature,
shall apply to wages paid.

Sec. 1¢. No persor ghall receive
_as salary, commission or compensa-
tion out of said State funds herein
appropriated more than Five Thou-
sand Dollars ($5,000.00) per year.

See. 11. The Commission of Con-
trol and the Board of Control of the
State of Texas are hereby prohibited
from contracting for the purchase or
acquirement by lease or otherwise of

| public purposes,

real estate wunless and until the
deeds, records and all other neces-
sary legal documents incident there-
to have been approved by the At-
torney General of the State of Texas,
as now provided by law.

Sec. 12, All expenditures and con-
tracts authorized by the Commission
of Contrel shall be made, let, super-
vised and expended by the Board of
Control of the State of Texas, accord-
ing to all legal reguirements now
provided as to the expenditure of
funds and the letting of contracts by
said Board of Control. )

Sec. 13. All permanent buildings
to be erected in the City ot Dallas
for the Central Exposition grected
out of funds hersby appropriated
shall be upon the site of the Cen-
tennial Central Exposition in the
City of Dallas on land, the .title to
which shall be in the State of Texas.
The Texas Centennial Central Expo-
gition shall have the right to, posses-
gion of, and the free use and occu-
pancy of the said buildings for the
duration of the Central Exposition.
Provided, however, that the afore-
said buildings and the land on which
they will be situated are hereby

{leaged by the State of Texas, to the

City of Dallas, for a period of twenty
(20) years, commencing at the ter-
mination of the Central Exposition,
at a rental of One Hundred Dollars
($100.00) per year for each of said
buildings, payable annually in ad-
vance. During the term of such
lease said buildings shall be used for
including annual
State Expositions, and shall not be
maintained or operated for purposes
of profit; there shall be no charge
imposed upon any exhibitor in any
of said buildings for exhibit space,
and there shall be no admission
charge for spectators.

See. 14, 1t shall be unlawful for
any member of the Centennial Com-

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or any member of any Advisory
Board provided for herein to charge,
receive or obtain, directly or indi-
rectly, any fee, commission, retainer,
or brokerage, out of any fund or
funds hereby appropriated; and no
member of the Centennial Commis-
sion, the Commission of Control or
any Advisory Board provided for
herein, shall have any interest in
any land, materials, concessiong or
contracts sold to or made with either
the Centennial Commission, the
Commission of Control, or the Cen-
tennial Commission Advisory Board,
or any individual or committee rep-
resented by any member of said Cen-
tennial Commission, Commission of
Control or Advisory Board.

Sec. 15. All funds expended un-
der this Act shall be drawn from the
Treasury of the State of Texas by
warrants properly signed by the
Comptroller of Public Accounts and
the Treasurer of the State, as is now
provided by law.

Sec. 16. Fifty per cent (509,) of
the net receipts received from all
sources by the Texas Centennial Cen-
tral Exposition at Dallas after paying
all debts of said exposition, including
the corporation bond issue which
shall never exceed Two Million
Five Hundred Thousand Deollars
($2,500,000.00), as is now provided
in the corporation’s Trust Indenture
shall be paid into the Treasury of the
State of Texas for the benefit of the
General Fund; said payment into the
State Treasury shall be made within
six (6) months after the official clos-
ing of the Central Exposition at Dal-
las. By net receipts is meant all
profits arising from admissions, con-
cessions, privileges, rentals, leases,
and any and all other sources from
which any funds may be derived.
The said Central Exposition Corpo-
ration shall keep an accurate record
of all receipts received as a result of
said Centennial eelebration and of all
expenditures, and within six (6)

months from the official closing of
said exposition sald corporation shall
cause to be furnished and filed with
the Treasurer of the State of Texas
a certified public audit showing the
complete condition of the affairs of
said corporation; and said report
shall be accompanied by a certified
check for an amount equal to fifty
per cent (509) of the net profits.

Sec. 17. The Commigsion of Con-
trol for Centennial Celebrations is
hereby authorized and directed im-
mediately after the passage of this
Act to make formal application for
the participation of the Federal Gov-
ernment in the Texas Centennial Cel-
ebrations through proper channels
and for adequate appropriation or al-
location of Federal funds for that
purpose. Any funds so received, un-
less otherwise directed by the Fed-
eral Government, shall be under the
direction and control of the said
Centennial Commission of Control.

Sec. 18. It is understood and ex-
pressly provided that should any sec-
tion, clause, or provision of this Act
be hereafter held invalid for any
reason, such invalidity shall not in
any way affect any other provision
of this Act.

Sec. 19, The fact that a very
brief time now remains to prepare
for the holding of a Texas Centen-
nial celebration on a scale commeén-
surate with the glorious history of
our State, the patriotism of our peo-
rle, and the progress of the past
century, creates an emergency and
an imperative public necessity that
the constitutional rule requiring bills
to be read on three several days in
each House and the constitutional
rule requiring bills to take effect and
go into force ninety days after ad-
journment of the session, be suspend-
ed, and said rules are hereby sus-
pended, and this Act shall take effect
and be in force from and after its
passage, and it is so enacted.

sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) upon
requisition signed by at least two of
the commissioners of such drainage
district. A requisition shall be is-
sued therefor, exscuted in triplicate,
one copy to he delivered to the per-
son, firm or corporation from whom
such purchase is made or with whom
such contract is made, one to be de-
livered to the county auditor and one
to remain on flle with the commis-
sioners of such drainage district be-
fore any such purchase or contract
shall be made,

Sec. 3. Where the amount to be
expended iz five hundred dollars
($600.00) or less, and more than
fitty dollars {$60.00), it shall not be
necessary to advertise for sealed bids,
but sealed proposals shall be asked
from as many as three persons, irms
or corporations and as many more
as offer to bid, based upon written
specifications filed with the county
auditor at least forty-eight (48)
hours before the time of opening
said bids. The contraet shall be
awarded by commissioners of said
drainage distriet to the lowest and
best hidder. A requisition shall be
issued by at least two of such drain-
age commissioners to the contractor,
and a copy thereof filled with the
county auditor before the contract is
executed or the supplies furnished.

Sec. 4. Where the amount to be
expended exceeds five hundred dol-
lars ($500.00), specifications cover-
ing the material or supplies to be
purchased or the work to be per-
formed shall be prepared and filed
with the county auditor, who shall
advertise for bids once each week for
two consecutive weeks in a news-
paper published in the county in
which such drainage district ia lo-
cated, stating the time and place of
opening bids and where specifications
may be obtained. Bids shall be ac-
companied by certified checks on &
Texas bank for five per cent (5%)
of the amount of the bid, conditioned
that the successful bidder will enter
into a bond and contract, sald bond
to be for a sum equal to the amonnt
of the comntract and to be executed
by a surety company authorized to do
business in Texas. Contracts shall
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be awarded to the lowest and best
bidders a2t an open meeting of the
commissioners of said drainage dis-
triet and shall be reduced to writing,
and together with the bond angd orig-
inal bids shall he filled in the office
of the county auditor as part of the
records of his office. Before any sup-
plies are furnished or delivered or
any work performed, at least two of
said drainage commissioners shall is-
sne and file with the county auditor
& requigition covering the contract or
purchase before the same shall be-
come effective or binding,

See. 5. In addition to the other

Tequirements of this Act, no requisi-
tion shall be issued or contract ap-
proved under the provisions hereof
unless and until the county auditor
has endorsed thereon his certificate
to the effect that the contract has
been entered into or requisition au-
thorized conformably to the law and
that funds are available or will be
available to meet the payment there-
of when due.
- See. 6. The provisions of this Act
shall apply only to counties having
a population in excess of 350,000 in-
habitants, aecording to the Iast pre-
ceding or any future Federal census.
Any laws conflicting with the provi-
sions of this Act, to the extent and
only to the extent of such conflict,
are hereby repeazled. This Act ghall
be known as “Article 8161a.” .

Sec. 7. The fact that the present
law requires the commissioners ot
drainage districts to build bridges
and culverts where the works of suech
districts eross roads and makes no
provision for the subsequent main-
tenance of such bridges and eulverts,
and the fact that many bridges and
culverts have been bullt under the
authority of former laws and are
now in a poor state of repair, and
